D E T R O IT , Nov. 24.— Henry Ford, 
in an interview today, said that the 


present, business recession is "tem ­ 
porary and artificial." 
"No one." he said. "need look at 
next 
year 
with any uncertainty. 
The present slowdown 
is not a 
setback: ifs the pause before an­ 
other climb. Two things helped to 
bring it on just now and one of 
them was the uncertainty of bus!- 
I fness regarding political interfer- 
once, but congress is taking care 
of that. The other was the stock 
market fluctuation. 
"Everybody knows the stock mar­ 
ket bas not permanent effect 
on 
business, but it does have an ef­ 
fect on the state of mind of the 
American business man who plays 
rh* market. He often mistakes his 
personal depression for a business 
depression. The stock market has 
no more real effect on American 
business than the results of a dog 
race in California.” 


‘Money’ Factor Cited 
A contributing factor to the pres­ 
ent "pause,” Ford said. has been 
the fact that money too long has 
been a "principal 
commodity 
of 
commerce." 
"M oney,” he said, "has become a 
business in itself instead of an ad­ 
junct to business. 
Money is not 
wealth: 
wealth 
is 
what 
money 
buys. But that has been turned up­ 
side down. The present system has 
got 
us 
twisted 
into 
producing 
things to buy dollars with, when 
what we need is a money system 
that will produce dollars to buy 
goods 
with. 
Under 
th* 
present 
system 
the 
tail 
wags 
the 
dog. 
Money is just 
part of society's 
transportation system for moving 
goods from man to man: it breaks 
down so often that jt is time our 
financial engineers developed a bet­ 
ter model." 


Comments On Surplus. 


Ford explained that he had no 
, 
overnight 
panacea 
for 
what 
he 
termed the out-moded money sys­ 
tem. “ But any system." be added, 
that seeks profits alone is terribly 
handicapped to begin with." 
Referring to the great surplus 
the Ford company maintains, Ford 
said it was as much part of his 
company’s equipment as are the 
drill presses, blast furnaces and as­ 
sembly lines. 
“ W e could not operate without 
that surplus," he said, “ If we bad 
lo borrow money we could do so 
only on terms involving surrender 
of control of our plants. Then we 
could not be justly called a busi­ 
ness. There are too many laws on 
the statute books that, if they are 
not modified, w ill drive indepen­ 
dent manufacturers into the artjis 
of the money lenders."

NANKING BOMBED 


BY TOKYO FLIERS 


Projectiles From 2 Japanese 


Planes Kill 40 Civilians In 


Capital’s Streets

SH A N G H A I. Nov. 24.— Two Ja p ­ 
anese bombing planes protected by 


pursuit craft dropped a score of 
projectiles today along the main 
thoroughfares of Nanking, killing 
40 civilians. 


It was the first time Japanese 
planes had struck within Nanking's 
walls since Sept. 26. The national 


art gallery was damaged in 
the 
bombardment. 
W hile the pursuit planes engag­ 
ed Chinese craft in a dogfight, the 
bombers passed 
through anti-air­ 
craft fire to attack 
the 
Chinese 
emergency 
airfield between Nan- 
kirffe and Wuhu, a short distance 
up the Yangtze. 
The bombardment came as for­ 
eign sources confirmed reports that 
long-awaited Russian-manufactured 
planes had arrived at the capital 
to bolster Chinese air forces. The 
Japanese raid was believed to have 
been an attempt to smash the new 
craft quickly. 
Earlier today the 34 Americans 
and 28 other foreigners remaining 
in Nanking asked the Japanese to 
make their quarter a neutral zone 
to prevent 
possible destruction by 
bombs or shells. United States Am­ 
bassador Nelson T. Johnson sent 
a similar request to the Chinese 
government. 


Japanese authorities said 
they 
favored the proposal in principle, 
but added that there were m ilitary 
considerations which the army had 
to take into account. 


The two warring factions issued 
conflicting communiques 
on 
the 
fighting along the Wusib-Kiangyin 
line, some IOO miles east of Nan­ 
king. 


Japanese 
claimed 
steady 
pro­ 
gress, but Chillest said they were 
repulsing attacks south of 
Lake 
Tai and preventing 
attempts to 
land behind Chinese lines. They as­ 
serted IO Japanese launches

tempting to cross the lake were 
sunk with the loss of 200 men.

They declared It would mean an 
end to exchange-commission rela­ 
tions as they had existed recently 
— outwardly friendly and highlight­ 
ed by only occasional criticisms. 


The announcement came a few* 


minute* after President Roosevelt 
told reporters that the admilnstra- 
lion and utility operators, w*ho have 
been at odds for five years, wert, 
making progress toward an under­ 
standing.

The state 
employment 
service is 
an 
integral 
factor in dealing with unemployment. When Ohio's 
unemployment 
insurance act goes into effect tt 
will depend heavily on the service. There is, there­ 
fore, a special reason for maintaining it. 
The best reason, however, Is the service's use; 
fulness at present. It is operating an "active” file 
of 185.000 names through 18 offices In Ohio, with 
many thousands of names on record, but '‘Inac­ 
tive." It provides a free, intelligent employment 
agency for workers, helping them and their pros­ 
pective employers to get Into quick communication 
when a job is open. It bas built up a trained per­ 
sonnel under civil service to bandle a job which 
has become a vital part of the country's general 
program of social advancement. 
The service needs approximately $100,000 to keep 
its work from being stopped at the end of this year. 
The legislature should provide the money. There 
are few places where an equal sum would do an 
equal am ount of good.

Cost Of Delay 


Roosevelt Could Have Saved 


Millions By Achieving Peace 


With Utilities Earlier 


Bv DAVID LAWRENCE 


I 'WASHINGTON, Nov. 24.—Just tw o years ago th* 
VV 
public utilities a n d 'th e adm inistration confer­ 
red about a plan for peace betw een the Industry and 
the government. The plan was as feasible then as 
it is today. 
The cost of the delay has run Into hundreds of 
millions of dollars. The utilities have shortages in 
facilities am ounting to about $2,600,000,urn). 
This 
could have furnished employment during the last 
year and could have taken up the slack produced by 
the gradual ending of pump priming with federal 
funds. 


This week, the President is talking again with the 
utilities. 
T he atm osphere has changed somewhat 
from two years ago. On every sidp, men are being 
thrown out of work because of th e whole economic 
system is suffering from the Roosevelt depression 
almost as severely as it did from the Hoover de­ 
pression. 


The possibility that the utilities might h a \e gov­ 
ernment competition withdraw so that they can bor­ 
row money to build needed facilities bas been dis­ 
cussed informally here for the last few weeks, but 
not until now ha# there btk'n any concrete step 
taken toward the making of a peace compact be­ 
tween the utilities aud business. 
The basis of an adjustm ent of the controversy 
would seem to be the sam e as that which was out­ 
lined by this correspondent two years ago. It is in­ 
teresting to reproduce what was written then so 
that some Idea may be gained of how costly are 
political delays and crusades that ignore the public 
interest. H ere is an excerpt from the dispatch re­ 
ferred to. which was dated Dec. 9. 1935: 
"Peace between the utilities and the Roosevelt 
adm inistration could have heen made JO months ag> 
and the nation could have benefitted by more em ­ 
ployment and Industrial activity amounting to $3,- 
500,000,000 . . . 


“'p H E plan given to Mr. Roosevelt was by no m eans

the unanimous expression of the utility men 
but it was accepted informally by more than 6u 
percent of the industry, and the chances are that 
the dissenters would have been brought into line 
had the adm inistration shown any evidence of a 
willingness to adopt the proposals. These provided: 
"First, the power industry would accept the ad­ 
m inistration's theory about lower electric light rates, 
and the utility companies would agree to file ob­ 
jective rates subject to the approval of the federal 
power commission. 
"Second, if satisfactory rates were established in 
a given territory, the federal government would de­ 
clare that there was no necessity for federal loans 
to municipalities therein. 
"Third, the federal government would continue 
the development of hydro-electric projects hut would 
not duplicate transmission lines or aid In the dup­ 
lication of municipal distribution facilities. 
"Fourth, the utilities would deciare in favor of 
the passage of a federal law perm itting reasonable 
regulation of h a d in g companies; namely a law that 
would cure all the past evils, such as pyramided 
financing and Interservice charges, etc. 
"Fifth, the utilities would aglee to spend $750,* 
000.000 over and above last year's expenditures and 
would agree on a program for rural electrification. 
"Six. a nationwide appliance commission would be 
appointed which In view1 of the low objective rates 
wouuld agree on the m anufactuing of appliances on 
a wholesale plan to electrify America. A rrangem ents 
would be made for something better than the elec­ 
tric farm and home authority in respect to long 
term paper th at could be discounted at the banks." 


“T H E foregoing plan was welcomed by some mem- 
* 
hers of the President's official family, but op­ 
posed by others. T he truth is the public ownership 
school had the upper hand then and didn t want 
peace with the utilities at all. Today the holding com­ 
pany law has been passed and various other things 
have taken place which would require modification 
of the original peace proposals. Thus there is need­ 
ed a definition or am endm ent of the holding com­ 
pany act so that the country would know what is 
m eant by "geographically Integrated” system s of pub­ 
lic utilities. The securities and exchange commission 
can hardly make an interpretation that fully covers 
the problem though an attem pt might be made as a 
starter. In the end congress would have to act defi- 
nitely or else investors would fear to put their 
money into a situation which might be upset by a 
regulatory body overnight. 
This correspondent wrote also on Dec. 9. 1935: 
“Even lf the plan was rejected last January, it 
could be revived this January and congress could 
modify the existing law to m ake it valid. This would 
be the biggest single achievem ent toward economic 
recovery that could be made in the near future and 
probably would absorb more men than the works 
progress adm inistration 
which 
bas been 
such a 
drain on the public treasury.” 
Today, even as two years ago, the same com m ents 
can be made. The administration has .waited two 
years, the country has lost a valuable impetus to 
recovery, and petty politics and personal pride on 
the part of the administration together with Die 
mistakes of the utility men in past years have all 
combined to do damage to the economic system of 
America. Again the public interest has suffered.

“ l^-ETOR EX ORE" sounds like a 
t 
horrid affliction, and, to the 
victim, it is indeed such an afflic­ 
tion. This is Latin f • 111-smelling 
breath, 
or 
w hat’s 
universally 
known nowadays as '‘halitosis." 
Many who surfer from halitosis 
seem unable to get rid of it. This 
is the case because they fail to lo­ 
cate the real cause. 
There is almost a universal be­ 
lief 
that 
halitosis 
can 
only 
be 
caused by faulty te< h. It is true. 
of course, th at foul 
breath eau 
often be traced to decayed teeth 
or diseased gums. It may be pro­ 
duced by the decomposition of par­ 
ticles of food which lodge and re­ 
main between the teeth. It may be 
caused by an unclean dental plato, 
or bride-work which m akes a har­ 
boring place for ferm enting food. 
But do not overlook the fact that 
halitosis may follow infection lo­ 
cated elsew here than in the teeth. 
It may be the result of enlarged 
and infected tonsils. 
It niay come 
from an unclean tongue, a tongue 
carrying much offensive material. 
At times it is due to some upset in 
the digestive system. 
This is a 
common cause. 
Other Sources 
A foul odor may arise from dis­ 
ease in the wind pipe, food-pipe or 
even in the lungs. The persistence 
of any foul odor from the mouth 
should 
Immediately 
arouse 
sus­ 
picion of ill health. N ever regard 
it as som ething trivial and merely 
em barrassing. 
Under normal circumstances the 
breath has a Taint odor resembling 
blooming 
chestnut 
trees. 
Any 
change from this is a sign of dis 
ease. It may be located at the level 
of the mouth, or it may corno from 
any portion below this. At times 
it may be necessary to have a thor­ 
ough x-ray examination of the en­ 
tire intestinal tract. 
Some individuals show no defect 
whatever, even after a thorough 
examination. But by careful ques­ 
tioning the disorder usually can be 
traced to faulty eating habits, such 
as 
irregular 
eating 
hours, 
with 
hasty snd inadequate chewing of 
th e food, or to inadequate hours of 
rest and relaxation. The sufferer 
from nervous indigestion frequent­ 
ly has halitosis as a symptom. 
It will be seen th at halitosis may 
follow one of many, many disor­ 
ders. In order to remove It, every 
corrective m easure must be taken 
and every effort made- to improve 
the health and hygiene of the body.
